I then completed a last security sweep of the residence for any other 
subjects and it was secured pending a search warrant. Graveyard Officers Mantz 
and Mahoney also arrived on scene. They were advised to secure the residence 
pending the search warr ant. Officer Ga rdner, Officer Amos and I went back to t 
Po^ceDepartment where was secured into the interview room.

At approximately 1245 hrs the warrant was completed. I contacted Your 
Honor Judge Adam Ambrose via telephone and he was advised of the warrant. Judg 
Ambrose arrived at the Bisbee Police Department shortly after to review the 
search warrant. At approximately 1254 hours Judge Adam Ambrose signed and 
^^^^^ed the search warrant. Officer Gardnerwith suspect ^H||||P 
Officer Amos P-48 and 1 proceeded to 

Upon arrival T took entry pictures of the house( SEE ATTACHED) . The house 
was very messy and unclean. I then advised Officers to rooms for the search. 
CCSO Wiederman and Mantz P-45 completed room 1,2. Troopers Richardson, Algara 
and Mahoney completed room 3. Mantz rooms 5, 6. Officer Amos completed security 
sweeps of the residence and safety of the perimeter. I saw that there was in t 
bedroom weapons in the closet along with several drug paraphernalia pipes just 
to 

the right of the bed in and on top of the nightstand/cabinet. I saw that there 
was in the baby's room in the hanging net of teddy bears there was 2 marijuana 
grinders that were in clear view. Near the crib there was an alcohol bottle. I 
the attached baby' s bedroom there was a drug paraphernalia glass pipe that was 
near the mirror. In the living room there was bullets, gun holster and a mirro 
on top of the TV area with what appeared to be a white powdery substance. Toys 
for the children was in the middle of the living room just under and around 
where these items that were located. In the shed Officers located more drug 
paraphernalia, unknown powder substance and evidence of marijuana liquid makin 
material. The item was a green plate with what appeared to be marijuana liquid 
type substance.

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write up a search warrant for the house where Officer Gardner smelled the fresh 
marijuana and for the shed where Det ective Mo reno found the rifle with the 
homemade suppressor. We also brought back to the station and placed him 

in the interview room while Detective^M^^no worked on the search warrant. 

Once the search warrant was ready and signed by the Judge myself and Detective 

Moreno went back to the residence to conduct a search for other stolen property. 

Upon arrival we made contact with the other officers who were guarding the 
house. We then conducted a search of the house where we found numerous glass 
pipes with white crystal like residue still inside of them as well as two more 
rifles and ammunition. There were also some grinders used for grinding marijuana 
next to the baby' s crib. Officers also found some small bags with a usable 
amount of what appeared to be Meth or Heroin in the main bedroom. Once the 
search of the house was complete Officers went out back to the shed. During the 
search more clear glass pipes with a white crystal like residue, marijuana, 
small baggies and two lock boxes were found. In the first lock box was a good 

sized rock of meth that weighed around 12.86 ounces more baggies used for 

distribution and other smaller pieces of meth. The second lock box had more 
baggies that were likely used for distribution. In the back of the shed was a 
large pile of cloths and miscellaneous items. Under the pile of cloths were 
numerous camouflage backpacks and camouflage carpet shoes used to hide shoe 
prints. 

After numerous items were collected and placed into evidence bags. Detective 
Moreno and myself brought it back to the station so he could process everything 
that was found. This concludes my involvement with this matter.

Supplemental Narrative: 

On 03-03-18 at approximately 2145 hours, I was requested by Det Moreno 
to respond to 11 Hazard. Upon arrival, Det Moreno requested that Officer Mantz 
and I keep the residence secured until the search warrant was completed. Deputy 
Wiedemann and Trooper Richardson remained on scene as assisted with keeping the 
residence secured. 

Once the search warrant was complete, Det Moreno returned to the scene 
and we commenced the search. I searched room #3, what appeared to be a bedroom. 

I searched the east side of the bedroom where there were small crates on the 
floor, a cupboard, and a shelf attached to the wall. In the small crates, I 
found varying sizes of ammunition and a gun holster. Upon searching the 
cupboard, I discovered a variety of what appeared to be drug paraphernalia with 
residue made of glass and some that appeared to be made of small plastic shooter 
bottles. Upon search of the shelf area, I discovered what appeared to be drug 
paraphernalia with residue, as well as an unknown gray powder inside of what 
appeared to be a Mickey Mouse key chain head. Trooper Richardson and Trooper 
Algeria searched the bedroom with me. 

Once we completed the search of the bedroom, I assisted Deputy Wiedemann 
in searching the truck located outside of the residence. The truck was located 
in the driveway on the west side of the residence. Deputy Wiedemann and I had 
negative results from searching the truck. Nothing further to report at this 
time.
